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PORT  JERVIS  is  known  to  a great  many 
people  as  the  name  of  a station  on  the 
Erie  Railroad  where  through  trains  change  en- 
gines. Those  interested  in  the  formative  growth 
of  a community  from  village  to  city  will  find  Port  , 
Jervis  to-day  an  interesting  study.  Those  in  any 
way  interested  in  the  business  development  of  a 
thriving  village,  or  in  search  of  profitable  invest- 
ment, will  find  the  pages  in  this  issue  of  the 
Industrial  Recorder  devoted  to  Port  Jervis 
and  its  representative  business  interests  well  worth 
reading. 

The  fact  that  Port  Jervis  is  a village  has  re- 
tarded its  development.  The  word  city  has  be-  ' 
come  synonymous  with  vigorous  growth  and 
development.  The  term  village  is  looked  upon  . 
as  a sign  of  apathy  and  stagnation.  But  Port  | 
Jervis,  though  still  a village,  is  a progressive  : 
community  and  will  soon  take  on  the  dignity  of  | 
a. city,  with  all  the  advantages  of  a municipal 
organization.  The  natural  beauty  and  advan- 
tages which  make  Port  Jervis  so  attractive  as  a 
place  of  residence  cannot  be  restricted  to  the 
benefit  of  those  already  there.  Outside  capital 
and  new  interests  will  be  attracted  and  an  era  of 
vigorous  industrial  development  in  Port  Jervis 
is  rapidly  approaching. 


That  one  railroad  dominates  the  place  is,  how- 
ever, a disadvantage.  It  requires  competition  in 
freight  rales  and  facilities  to  build  up  a town. 
Port  Jervis  has  the  advantage  of  the  through 
service  of  the  Erie.  It  needs  an  improvement  in 
local  service.  This  will  come  very  soon.  Plans 
are  being  matured  which  will  bring  a competing 
railroad  service.  Through  trains  will  be  run  to 
Kingston  on  the  Hudson.  More  important  still  is 
the  railroad  construction  on  the  other  side  of  the  ' 
Delaware,  long  talked  of  and  now  in  a fair  way 
to  be  realized.  This  will  give  a line  to  Strouds- 
burg, Pa.,  there  making  connection  with  Phila- 
delphia and  giving  Port  Jervis  the  advantage  of 
the  Philadelphia  market  as  well  as  of  the  New 
York.  These  roads  will  open  up  a rich  territory 
which  has  too  long  been  neglected  and  will  im- 
mensely increase  the  importance  of  Port  Jervis  as 
a business  centre. 

Trolley  extension  is  another  improvement  that 
is  now  coming.  Port  Jervis  has  a well-equipped 
electric  railroad,  but  it  does  not  go  out  of  town. 
There  is  a rich  section  of  country  around  that 
would  send  a large  volume  of  trade  into  Port 
Jervis  if  the  trolley  lines  were  extended.  The 
extension  of  the  road  down  the  Delaware  valley 
to  Milford,  Pa.,  cannot  be  long  delayed.

The  CARNEGIE  LIBRARY, 
now  building  at  Port  Jervis, 
will  be  dedicated  on  Washing- 
ton’s Birthday,  1903.  This  handsome 
library  was  secured  chiefly  through 
the  efforts  of  Dr.  W.  L.  Cuddeback, 
W.  H.  Nearpass  and  Dr,  J.  J.  Mills. 
Mr.  Carnegie  gave  $20,000  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a library  here  in  February, 
1901,  and  in  the  July  following  in- 
creased that  amount  to  $30,000.  The 
site  for  the  library  on  Pike  street  hill, 
was  donated  by  P.  E.  Farnum.  The 
building  was  designed  by  Ackerman 
& Roos,  architects,  New  York  City, 
and  the  contract  was  awarded  in 
May,  1902,  to  Lorenzo  Wood  of  Port 
Jervis.  The  lot  is  105  x 65  feet.  The 
building  is  ninety-six  feet  front  and 
forty-five  feet  deep,  with  gables  to  the 
street,  making  an  entrance  30  x 18 
feet,  and  the  roof  is  forty  feet  above 
the  street.  Thereisa  large  basement, 
part  of  which  is  fitted  up  with  vaults 
for  the  records  of  the  Minisink  Valley 
Historical  Society.  The  first  and 
second  floors  are  devoted  to  library 
purposes,  with  an  assembly  hall  on 
the  second  floor.  The  stack  room  is 
of  thoroughly  fireproof  construction, 
brick,  stone,  iron,  tile  and  concrete. , 
The  stacks  are  of  iron  and  steel.  The  | 
outside  of  the  building  is  finished  in  | 
peail  gray  brick  and  the  structure 
is  artistic  in  design  and  a model 
library  building.  A Free  Public 


Library  has  been  in  existence  in  Port 
Jervis  since  1879  and  received  a 
charter  from  the  University  of  the 
State  of  New  York  in  1892.  It  has 
grown  to  12,000  volumes  and  has  the 
use  of  the  valuable  reference  library 
of  the  Minisink  Valley  Historical 
Society.  In  its  new  and  larger  quar- 
ters the  library  will  be  fully  equip- 
ped to  extend  its  usefulness  with  the 
growth  of  Port  Jervis. 


HE  MINISINK  VALLEY  His- 
torical Society,  organized  in 
1889,  has  a library  of  over  1,000 
volumes  and  pamphlets  and  other 
documents  about  as  many.  It  has  a 
rare  and  valuable  collection  of  old 
manuscripts,  deeds,  mortgages,  wills, 
surveys,  etc  , of  between  1,000  and 
2,000.  The  officers  of  the  society  are 
Rev.  Dr.  S.  W.  Mills,  President; 
Francis  Marvin,  Levi  Van  Etten,  Dr. 
Theo.  Writer,  C.  E.  Cuddeback,  Vice

Beautiful  and  majestic,  the 
scenery  around  Port  Jervis  is 
especially  attractive,  and  moun- 
tains, valleys  and  forest  form  a varied 
landscape  that  has  a perpetual  charm. 
All  around  are  forests,  peaks,  cliffs, 
vales,  glens  and  waterfalls.  Fish  are 
abundant  in  the  lakes,  rivers  and 
streams  and  there  is  good  hunting  in 
the  forests  Boating  and  bathing  are 
excellent.  Smooth  roads  in  every 
direction  are  in  perfect  condition  for 
driving,  riding  or  wheeling. 

The  village  of  Port  Jervis 
came  into  existence  in  1826, 
when  the  Delaware  and  Hud- 
son Canal  became  a certainty,  and  it 
was  named  in  honor  of  the  engineer 
who  superintended  the  construction 
of  the  canal.  It  was  incorporated  in 
1853.  For  years  it  was  an  important 
point  on  the  canal  and  that  waterway 
brought  a great  deal  .of  business  to 
the  village. 


WHEN  THE  ERIE  Railroad  was 
opened,  the  importance  of  the 
village  increased.  Port  Jer- 
vis is  now  prominent  as  a railroad 
town.  It  is  the  terminus  of  the  New' 
York  division  of  the  Erie  Road  and 
the  Susquehanna  division  of  the  Erie 
has  iis  headquarters  here.  Railroad 
men  form  a large  and  important  part 
of  the  population  and  the  pay  roll  of 
the  Erie  Railroad  in  Port  Jervis 
averages  about  $100,000  a month,  a 
large  proportion  of  which  sum  is  paid 
out  to  local  merchants,  making  an 
active  business  in  all  lines  of  retail 
trade. 


PORT  JERVIS  is  now  a thriving 
village  of  10,000  inhabitants 
and  will  soon  become  a city. 
It  has  a commanding  natural  location 
and  a wealth  of  resources  still  unde- 
veloped, which  can  be  utilized  to  im- 
mense advantage.  It  is  situated  at 
the  junction  of  the  Delaware  and 
Neversink  Rivers,  in  the  triangle 
where  three  States  join,  New  York, 
Pennsylvania  and  New  Jersey,  and  its 
position  as  a trade  centre  will  be 
strengthened  when  up-to-date  facili- 
ties of  transportation,  steam  and 
electric  roads  are  extended  to  make 
quick  and  convenient  communication 
with  all  the  rich  country  around. 

ATTRACTIONS  of  Port 
I Jervis  are  many  and  are  de- 
serving of  special  attention  and 
investigation  by  those  interested  in 
the  opportunities  offered  in  a thriving 
community  where  the  future  holds  out 
so  much  of  promise.

Fires  are  well  guarded 

against  in  Port  Jervis  and  the 
protection  against  serious'  fires 
is  most  efficient  in  every  way.  The 
water  at  the  fire  hydrants  through 
the  village  comes  from  high  up  on  the 
mountains  and  the  pressure  is  suf- 
ficient to  throw  water  from  hose  at- 
tached to  the  hydrant  to  the  top  of 
almost  any  building  in  the  village. 
The  local  fire  department  is  well  or- 
ganized and  has  280  active  members, 
with  one  steamer,  one  hook  and  lad- 
der truck,  one  patrol  wagon  and  five 
hose  companies.  The  merchants  and 
the  people  generally  take  an  active 
interest  in  maintaining  the  efficiency 
of  the  department.  Alarms  are  i 
promptly  given  and  there  is  little  | 
chance  for  a fire  to  gain  serious  head-  i 
way.  Besides  the  watchful  policemen 
on  duty  at  night  and  the  fire  patrol, 
there  are  railroad  men  on  the  streets 
almost  any  hour  of  the  night,  going 
to  work  or  returning  home,  and  any 
night  fire  is  promptly  detected.  These 
conditions  entitle  Port  Jervis  to  lower 
insurance  rates  than  are  charged  in , 
towns  where  such  watchfulnes.s  does 
not  prevail.  Anthony  Lumpp,  chief! 
of  the  Port  Jervis  Fire  department,' 
was  born  and  raised  in  New  York; 
City.  He  was  educated  at  the  New, 
York  public  schools  and  learned  the 
upholsterer’s  trade.  He  came  to  Port 
Jervis  March  19,  1S88.  Soon  after, 
locating  here  he  joined  the  Mahocko-  | 
mock  Hook  and  Ladder  Company,  | 
No.  I,  of  which  he  was  a member  one  ■ 
year  and  in  1S89  joined  Port  Jervis 
Hose  Company,  No.  4,  of  which  he  is 
still  a member.  He  became  first  as- , 
sistant  foreman  in  1891,  was  foreman 
1894-95  ; was  vice-president  and  was 
an  active  member  of  the  company  un- 
til 1899,  when  he  was  elected  chief. 
He  was  re-elected  in  1901  and  1902, 
and  his  present  term  expires  February 
14,  1903.  He  is  a member  of  the 
Knights  of  Maccabees,  the  Port  Jervis 
Maennerchor  and  other  societies.' 
Mr.  Lumpp  isemployedas  upholsterer 
in  the  furniture  establishment  of  T. 
j.  Quick.

Manufacturing  in  Port  . 

Jervis  has  not  yet  reached  any- 
wherenear  the  proportions  that 
it  should  attain  in  a location  with  so 
many  natural  advantages  and  the  de- 
velopment of  manufacturing  enter- 
prises of  a desirable  class  is  one  of  the 
objects  of  the  Port  Jervis  Board  of 
Trade.  There  are  several  factories 
now  in  successful  operation  in  Port 
Jervis.  Th6  glass  works,  established 
here  in  1875,  now  employ  one  hun- 
dred hands.  Seven  years  ago  Michael 
Mayer  moved  his  cut  glass  works 
from  New  York  City  to  Port  Jervis  and 
now  employs  twenty-five  hands.  The 
Knickerbocker  Silver  Plate  Works  em- 
ploy one  hundred  hands  and  will  em- 
ploy as  many  more  when  the  big  addi- 
tion to  the  plant  now  under  way  is 
completed.  Orr’s  Overalls  factory 
emi>loys  from  fifty  to  sixty  boys  and 
girls.  From  fifty  to  seventy-five 
hands  are  employed  in  the  silk  glove 
factories  and  a good  deal  of  work  is 
sent  out  to  be  done  at  home.  The 
silk  factory  employs  seventy-five 
hand'.  'I'he  Peerle.'s  Neckwear  fac- 
tory is  a new  enterprise,  rapidly  grow- 
ing, and  has  just  secured  new  and 
larger  quarters.  John  Bisland,  manu- 
facturer of  wall  paper  rollers,  employs 
a dozen  hands.  The  shitt  factory  at 
Monticello  depot,  on  Prospect  street, 
employs  from  forty  to  fifty  hands. 
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PE.  GUMAER,  President  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  Port  Jer- 
vis and  proprietor  of  the  Union 
House,  1 8 West  Main  street,  was  born 
in  Ueer  Park  township, seven  miles  out. 
He  located  in  Port  Jervis  in  1875  and 
opened  a grocery  store.  He  was  a 
bottler  of  mineral  waters  a few  years 
and  was  in  the  livery  business  three 
years.  He  was  at  Carbondale,  Pa., 
one  year  and  then  returned  to  Port 
Jervis  and  bought  the  Union  House 
in  1897.  It  is  a temperance  house 
and  the  oldest  hotel  in  Port  Jervis. 
The  building  is  a three  story  frame  j 
structure  with  twenty-three  rooms,  is  I 
heated  by  steam  and  lighted  by  gas 
and  has  a large  patronage,  regular  and 
transient.  Mr.  Gumaer  is  also  in  busi- 
ness as  a manufacturer  of  carbonated 
waters  at  120  Pike  street,  an  enter- 
prise which  he  took  over  in  the  spring 
of  rS99.  This  building  has  one  floor 
and  basement  and  the  equipment  in- 
cludes one  continuous  system.  Mr. 
Gumaer  is  the  owner  of  this  property 
as  well  as  of  the  hotel.  He  was 
elected  village  president  on  the  Repub-  ' 
lican  ticket  in  1899  and  was  re-elected  1 
in  the  spring  of  i9or.  He  is  a mem-  I 
ber  of  Port  Jervis  Lodge,  No.  328,  F.  ■ 
& A.  M.,  Neversink  Chapter,  R.  A.  ' 
M.,  Delaware  Commandery,  K.  T., 
Mecca  Temple,  Mystic  Shrine,  the 
Deer  Park  Club  and  the  Port  Jervis 
Board  of  Trade. 

Hamilton  hulse,  village 

Treasurer  of  Port  Jervis,  was 
elected  in  March,  i9or,  and 
was  re-elected  in  March,  1902,  on  the 
Democratic  ticket.  Mr.  Ilulse  is  a 
native  of  Orange  County  and  has  re- 
sided in  Port  Jervis  most  of  his  life. 
He  was  formerly  manager  of  a shoe 
factory  here  and  in  t895  went  with  ^ 
the  First  National  Bank,  where  he  j 
now  is.  Mr.  Hulse  is  a member  of 
the  Port  Jervis  Democratic  Club.  He  ! 
is  a prominent  member  of  the  Junior 
0.  U.  A.  M.  and  was  Slate  Treasurer 
of  that  Order  in  1901. 


The  PORT  JERVIS  WATER 
WORKS  CO.,  office  130  Pike 
street,  supplies  water  for  public 
and  private  uses.  The  Company  uses 
a gravity  system  requiring  no  pump- 
ing station.  The  distributing  reser- 
voir is  in  the  northeastern  part  of  the 
town  and  there  are  two  storage  reser- 
voirs in  Orange  County  near  Sparrow- 
bush  and  Huguenot.  The  Company 
supplies  1400  consumers  and  has 
twenty- one  miles  of  mains,  from 
4-inch  to  24-inch.  The  consumption 
averages  about  1,000,000  gallons  a 
day.  There  are  154  fire  hydrants. 
The  pressure  is  from  40  to  60  pounds, 
according  to  the  elevation.  The 
Company  was  organized  in  1869  un- 
der the  New  York  State  laws  with  a 
capital  of  $125,000  paid  in.  The' 
Company  began  with  one  reservoir 
with  a capacity  of  64,000,000  gallons. 
In  1886  Reservoir  No.  2 was  built 
with  a capacity  of  216,000,000  gal- 
lons. Reservoir  No.  3 was  built  in 
1900  and  has  a capacity  of  340,000,- 
000  gallons.  Dr.  W,  L.  Cuddeback, 
president  of  the  company,  also  presi- 
dent of  the  National  Bank  of  Port 
Jervis;  Merritt  Turner,  vice-presi- 
dent, is  with  the  Erie  Railroad  as  en- 
gineer; Geo.  F.  Farnum,  treasurer,  is 
a jeweler  ; Christoph  Graebner  is  sec- 
retary and  collector,  and  E.  H.  Ellis 
is  superintendent.  The  directors  are, 
Dr.  W.  L.  Cuddeback,  Merritt 
Turner,  S.  A.  J.  Conkling,  A.  H. 
Peck,  Dr.  Charles  N.  Skinner,  Dr. 
Henry  Hardenburg  and  Peter  E. 
Farnum.

The  port  jervis  elec- 
tric LIGHT,  Power,  Gas 
and  Railroad  Co.  operate  the 
gas  works  on  Pike  and  Knight  streets, 
the  electric  station  on  New  Jersey 
avenue  and  the  Port  Jervis  Street 
Railway.  The  gas  works  have  a 
capacity  of  50,000  cubic  feet  a day 
and  the  daily  consumption  is  35,000 
cubic  feet.  The  works  were  equipped 
•with  the  Low  process  in  1901.  The 
electric  plant  has  a capacity  of  425 
horse  power.  It  supplies  the  city  of 
Port  Jervis  with  124  arc  lights  and 
supplies  2,700  incandescent  lamps  for 
commercial  purposes.  The  street 
railroad  has  four  and  one-half  miles  of 
track  and  operates  three  cars.  Open 
cars  will  be  put  on  this  summer.  The 
Company  w’as  organized  in  July, 
1901,  and  incorporated  under  the 
New  York  laws  with  a capital  of 
$275,000.  R.  H.  Beach,  of  East 
Orange,  N.  J.,is  president  of  the  Com- 
pany; C.  R.  Horne,  of  New  York 
City,  is  secretary  and  treasurer,  and 
R.  S.  "Wfeaver,  of  Port  Jervis,  is  man- 
ager. This  Company  bought  out  the 
Port  Jervis  Gas  Co.,  Deer  Park  Elec- 
tric Light  Co.  and  Port  Jervis  Street 
Railway  Co.  Mr.  Weaver,  who  has 
been  manager  since  July,  1901,  was 
with  the  Lehigh  and  Northampton  Gas 
and  Electric  Co.,  of  Cattasauqua,  Pa., 
eight  years  as  engineer. 


Gould  &'  k I N N EY,  Druggists, 
109  Pike  street,  are  manufac- 
turers and  wholesale  and  retail 
druggists.  They  manufacture  sarsa- 
parilla, pills,  hair  tonic  and  other 
proprietary  preparations,  carry  a full 
line  of  drugs,  medicines,  toilet  articles 
and  druggists’  sundries  and  give 
special  attention  to  a large  prescrip- 
tion trade.  The  store  is  well  located, 
well  stocked  and  well  conducted.  T. 
R.  Anderson  & Co.  had  this  store 
fifteen  years.  Mr.  Anderson  retired  , 
six  months  ago  and  was  succeeded  by 
the  present  firm,  which  is  composed 
of  Messrs.  H.  E.  Gould  and  J.  W. 
Kinney.  Both  partners  are  young 
men,  bom  and  raised  in  Port  Jervis 
and  are  members  of  the  Middletown 
District  Pharmaceutical  Association. 
Mr.  Gould  learned  the  drug  business 
in  Port  Jervis,  graduated  at  the  New 
York  College  of  Pharmacy  in  1899 
and  is  a member  of  the  Alumni 
Association  of  the  college.  Mr.

tern  and  a Technicon  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  fingers  and  wrist  for  piano 
and  violin.  A special  feature  is  the 
system  of  chart  work  done  by  the 
pupils  under  the  supervision  of  able 
assistants,  which  develops  a thorough 
knowledge  of  time.  Another  import- 
ant feature  is  the  monthly  recitals 
given  by  the  pupils,  who  thereby 
overcome  the  nervousness  occasioned 
by  public  appearance.  Mr.  Fenner 
conducts  an  orchestra  of  twenty-four 
pupils,  which  meets  once  a week.

He  | 
is. a painter  of  forty-five  years’  experi-  j 
ence  and  learned  the  trade  in  Pater-  ! 
son', N.J.,  where  he  was  born,  coming  | 
to  Port  Jervis  in  1863.  He  carries  a j 
large  stock  of  paints,  oils,  wall  paper 


and  painters’  supplies,  does  house  and 
sign  painting,  decorating  and  paper 
hanging.  Mr.  White  is  a member  of 
the  Port  Jervis  Board  of  Trade  and 
is  one  of  the  charter  members  of  St. 
Joseph’s  Benevolent  Society.  This 
is  the  only  store  of  its  kind  here. 


The  EDWARDS  HOUSE,  34 
and  36  Front  street,  is  con- 
ducted on  the  American  and 
European  plans  and  the  rates  on  the 
American  plan  are  $1.00  a day.  This 
house  has  a large  number  of  regular 
boarders  arid  a thriving  transient 
trade.  The  dining-room  has  a seat- 
ing capacity  of  forty  and  the  table  is 
well  supplied.  There  are  thirty  well- 
furnished  rooms.  The  building  is  a 
three-story  frame  structure  and  was 
erected  about  fifty  years  ago.  Mr. 
Isaac  Edwards,  who  became  proprie- 
tor five  years  ago,  is  a successful  hotel 
man  of  long  experience.  He  is  a 
native  of  Orange  County  and  has  re- 
sided in  Port  Jervis  forty  years.  He 
has  been  in  the  hotel  business  here 
twenty  years  and  had  a hotel  on  Sus- 
sex street  fifteen  years.  A large  livery 
is  attached  to  the  hotel. 
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The  police  force  in  Pori 

Jervis  consists  of  regular  and 
special  police.  Good  older 
prevails  and  crime  is  infrequent,  the 
place  being  conspicuously  free  from 
the  criminal  and  disorderly  element, 
this  undesirable  class  of  population 
being  pretty  effectually  kept  from 
locating  here.  Townsend  \Ve<-tbrook, 
Chief  of  Police,  was  born  and  raised 
in  this  village  and  has  lived  here  all 
Jiis  life.  He  received  a public  school 
education,  then  learned  the  carpen- 
ter’s trade  and  worked  as  a journey- 
■man  several  years.  He  was  appointed 
patrolman  in  1897  and  two  years 
later  was  appointed  Chief  of  Police. 
He  held  office  one  year  and  was  then 
out  for  two  years,  going  to  work  again 
at  his  trade.  He  was  again  appointed 
Chief  by  the  present  Board  of  Trustees 
and  took  office  April  10.  1902. 


Good  schools,  modem  build- 
ings and  a competent  corps 
of  teachers,  all  under  the  su- 
pervision of  an  efficient  Board  of 
Education,  are  evidence  of  the  pro- 
gressive spirit  of  Port  Jervis. 

Healthfulness  in  aii  condi- 
tions makes  Port  Jervis  a most 
desirable  place  of  residence. 
There  are  no  swamps  or  marshes. 
The  ground  is  hard  and  natural  drain- 
age is  furnished  by  swift  running 
streams. 


SOCIAL  LIFE  has  all  the  charm 
characteristic  of  an  intelligent, 
hospitable  community  and  the 
town  is  never  dull  socially.  The 
Deer  Park  Club  has  a membership 
which  includes  the  representative  men 
of  Port  Jervis  and  there  are  numerous 
social  and  fraternal  organizations.

GRACE  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH. 
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The  port  jervis  hospi- 
tal, Ball  and  Sussex  streets, 
is  a private  hospital  established 
by  the  physicians  and  surgeons  of 
Port  Jervis  in  the  interest  of  them- 
selves and  their  patients  The  hospi- 
tal was  incorporated  under  the  laws 
of  New  York  State  in  1895  with  a 
capital  of  $20,000.  The  corporation 
purchased  the  three-story  brick  build- 
ing at  the  corner  of  Ball  and  Sussex 
streets  and  remodeled  it  in  1895.  It 
is  steam  heated  and  electric  lighted 
and  has  all  up-to-date  facilities  for  the 
comfort  and  successful  treatment  of 
patients.  There  are  twenty-five  beds 
and  the  hospital  receives  a good 
many  railroad  patients.  Dr.  W.  L. 
Cuddeback,  president,  is  a physician 
and  surgeon,  graduated  at  Bellevue 
Medical  College  in  1876,  was  an  in- 
terne of  Bellevue  Hospital  until  1878, 
when  he  entered  on  the  practice  of 
his  profession  in  Port  Jervis.  He  has 
been  surgeon  for  the  Erie  Railroad 
since  1892.  Dr.  H.  B.  Swartout, 
treasurer,  is  a physician  and  surgeon, 
graduated  at  Bellevue  Medical  Col- 
lege in  1885  and  since  then  has  prac- 
ticed in-  Port  Jervis.  He  has  b-een 
surgeon  for  the  Erie  Railroad  since 
1892.  Dr.  R.  F.  Medrick  is  secre-  ■ 
tary.  Sixteen  physicians  and  sur- 
geons in  Port  Jervis  and  vicinity  are 
interested  in  the  hospital  and  assist  in 
its  work.

DR.  J.  J.  MILLS. 
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A LEADING  MANUFACTUR- 
ING and  mercantile  concern 
in  Port  Jervis  is  Gordon  &: 
Malven  Co.,  Front)  Sussex  and  Ball 
streets.  They  are  manufacturers  of 
stoves,  plows,  machinery,  tinware, 
etc.;  jobbers  of  hardware  and  do 
steam,  hot  water  and  hot  air  heating 
and  sanitary  plumbing  They  sell 
the  Andes  stoves,  Kelsey  hot  air  fur- 
naces and  all  makes  of  hot  water  and 
steam  boilers.  They  manufacture  the 
Model  Home,Neversink,  Balfcrne  and 
Woodland  stoves,  cooking  and  heat- 
ing. They  operate  a general  jobbing 
foundry  and  the  equipment  includes 
one  cupola,  an  engine  and  two  boil- 
ers. They  melt  from  fifteen  to 
twenty  tons  a week  and  employ 
seventy-five  hands.  They  have  a 
large  trade  from  loo  miles  around. 
The  business  was  established  in  1S54 
by  Van  Fleet,  Bull  &:  Co.,  who  were 
succeeded  in  1857  by  St.  John,  Mai- 
ven’&  Co.,  Geo.  Malven,  of  this  firm, 
being  father  of.  H.  H.  Malven,  presi- 
dent of  the  present  company.  Later 
the  firm  style  became  St.  John  & Mal- 
ven and  was  changed  to  Malven  & 
Gordon  in  1874.  In  1881  the  style 
became  Malven,  Gordon  & Co.,  and 
in  1895  the  Malven  k Gordon  Co. 
was  organized  under  the  New  York 
State  laws.  In  1900  the  concern  was 
reorganized  under  the  New  York 
laws  as  Gordon  &:  Malven  Co.,  with 
a capital  of  $42,000.  Chas.  St.  John, 
who  was  the  Co.  of  the  firm  in  1S54, 
retired  in  1S75.

First-class  turn- 
outs are  here  furnished,  with  careful 
drivers.  Special  attention  is  given  to 
transient  and  boarding  horses.

Collier  owns  twenty  horses,  two 
hearses,  six  coaches,  three  4-seaters, 
three  3-seaters,  five  2-seaters  and  fif- 
teen buggies  and  has  a very  large  liv- 
ery business.  He  also  Joes  general 
teaming,  moving  of  safes,  machinery, 
engines,  general  merchandise,  house- 
hold goods,  etc.  He  has  wagons  for 
all  kinds  of  service  and  furnishes 
horses  and  wagons  for  all  purposes. 
He  furnishes  a good  many  horses  and 
carts,  for  the  Erie  Railroad.  The  sta- 
bles are  open  day  and  night  and 
boarding  and  transient  horses  are  a 
specialty,  all  horses  put  up  at  these 
stables  receiving  the  best  of  attention. 
Mr.  Collier  has  a large  undertaking, 
business  and  makes  interments  in  all 


cemeteries.  He  is  a graduate  of  the 
Oriental  School  of  Embalming,  the 
Renaud  School  of  Embalming  and 
the  U.  S.  School  of  Embalming  and 
is  licensed  by  the  New  York  State 
Board  of  Embalming  Examiners.

The  deer  park  brew  co., 

Port  Jervis,  brewers  of  lager 
beer,  ale  and  porter,  have  a 
brewing  plant  second  to  none  in  the 
United  States  in  the  perfection  of  its 
equipment  and  the  quality  of  the 
product.  The  business  was  established 
over  forty  years  ago  as  an  ale  and 
porter  brewery.  The  plant  was  idle 
for  some  years  and  the  property  was 
then  bought  by  the  Deer  Park  Brew- 
ing Co.,  which  was  incorporated  in 
1899  under  the  New  York  laws  and 
built  the  lager  beer  brewery.  This 
Company  went  into  liquidation  and 
was  succeeded  by  the  Deer  Park' 
Brew  Co.,  which  was  incorporated 
under  the  New  York  laws  with  a 
capital  of  $roo,ooo  and  bought  the 
property  June  22,  1900.  This  Com- 
pany took  hold  of  the  business  with 
an  ample  capital  and  a definite  pur- 
pose to  conduct  the  business  along 
the  best  modem  lines,  a purpose 
which  is  being  most  successfully 
carried  out.  The  plant  has  a capacity 
of  60,000  barrels  a year  and  the  pres- 


ent annual  output  is  15,000  bairels  a 
year.  There  is  a kettle  of  200  barrels 
capacity,  a 50-ton  ice  machine,  two 
artesian  wells,  a 600-light  electric 
plant,  a 75-horse  power  Corliss  engine 
and  other  machinery.  The  beer  brew- 
ery has  five  floors,  the  ale  and  porter 
brewery  has  two  floors  and  there  is 
another  two-story  building  for  the 
bottling  department,  equipped  with 
the  latest  and  best  machinery.  The 
Company  owns  several  acres  of  land 
which  will  give  room  for  a further 
extension  of  the  plant  when  required. 
A large  and  growing  trade  is  supplied 
in  New  York,  New  Jersey  and  Penn- 
sylvania.

Mr.  Sternberg  is  a 
native  of  Germany  and  is  a technical 
brewer.  He  studied  at  a university 
ki  Germany  and  came  to  this  country 
in  1883.  He  was  for  eighteen  years  a 
brewery  expert  in  Baltimore.  He  is  a
